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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-9 

None of the prior art of record teaches or suggests a toner reservoir comprising a shaft 
disposed within the toner chamber and having a groove formed in an outer circumferential 
surface of the shaft, the groove extending substantially in a first direction in which the shaft 
extends, and a bearing member that engages the shaft so that the shaft and the bearing member 
can rotate relative to each other, the bearing member having a projection that projects from the 
bearing member in a second direction parallel to the first direction, the projection having a 
surface in contact with the shaft such that the projection rotatably holds the shaft. 

Claims 10-13 

None of the prior art of record teaches or suggests a toner reservoir comprising a resilient 
sleeve that encloses a rotating body rotatably supported on a shaft disposed within the toner 
chamber in such a way that the rotating body is rotatable on the shaft. 

Claims 14-18 and 23 

None of the prior art of record teaches or suggests a process cartridge comprising a shaft 
disposed within the toner chamber and having a groove formed in an outer circumferential 
surface of the shaft, the groove extending substantially in a first direction in which the shaft 
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extends, and a rotating body having walls that projects from the rotating body in a second 
direction parallel to the first direction, the walls being angularly spaced apart and in contact with 
the shaft such that the rotating body is rotatably supported on the shaft. 

Claims 19-22 and 24 

None of the prior art of record teaches or suggests a process cartridge comprising a 
resilient sleeve that encloses a rotating body rotatably supported on a shaft disposed within the 
toner chamber in such a way that the rotating body is rotatable on the shaft.
